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Historical  Sketch 

/^TV^N  1852,  Concord  Presbytery  began  formulating  plans  for  the  estab- 
' — J U  jt  lishment  of  a  college  for  women.  Three  years  later  the  beautiful 
*~"  Georgian  building,  now  standing  in  the  central  part  of  Statesville. 
was  begun.  When  nearing  completion  it  was  partially  destroyed  by  a  storm. 
The  work  of  restoration,  however,  was  immediately  undertaken  and  the  build- 
ing was  completed  in  1857.  During  the  time  of  the  restoration  of  the  building, 
school  was  opened  in  temporary  quarters  September  15,  1856,  under  the  name 
of  Concord  Female  Seminary,  Professor  John  D.  Tinsley  and  his  two  daughters 
forming  the  first  faculty.  After  the  retirement  of  Professor  Tinsley,  the  college 
came  under  the  successive  administrations  of  Professor  E.  W.  Faucette,  Rev. 
C.  S.  Millen.  Rev.  J.  M.  M.  Caldwell,  Rev.  E.  F.  Rockwell,  Rev.  R.  B.  Ander- 
son, and  Rev.  Taylor  Martin. 

In  1873,  because  of  financial  conditions,  the  college  was  sold  to  Mr.  R.  F. 
Simonton.  of  Statesville.  and  for  the  next  twenty-three  years  was  called  Sim- 
onton  Female  College.  From  1875  to  1883  Mrs.  E.  M.  Grant  was  the  presi- 
dent. She  was  assisted  by  her  sister,  Miss  Margaret  Mitchell.  Upon  the  death 
of  Mrs.  Grant,  Mrs.  Fannie  Everett  Walton  served  as  president  for  eleven  years. 
After  her  retirement  the  property  would  have  been  lost  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church  but  for  the  noble  and  timely  aid  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Shearer,  D.D.  He  pur- 
chased the  property  in  1896,  repaired  the  building  and  secured  Captain  J.  B. 
Burwell  to  conduct  the  institution,  which  took  the  name  at  this  time  of  States- 
ville Female  College. 

In  1  900,  Dr.  Shearer  deeded  the  property  to  Concord  Presbytery,  and  for 
several  years  it  was  under  the  joint  control  of  Concord  and  Mecklenburg  Pres- 
byteries. In  1907,  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  W.  F.  Hall  and  other  friends, 
a  large  addition  was  made  to  the  original  building  and,  in  honor  of  Dr.  J.  B. 
Shearer,  was  named  Shearer  Music  Hall.  Dr.  John  A.  Scott's  successful  admin- 
istration dates  from  1900  to  1916.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Moore,  who 
served  seven  years.  His  successor  was  Rev.  W.  F.  Hollingsworth.  He  was  fol- 
lowed in  1924  by  Rev.  G.  H.  Ellmore  and  during  his  term  of  five  years  the 
college  became  a  Standard  Junior  College.  Mrs.  W.  B.  Ramsay,  ex-president  of 
the  Woman's  Synodical  Auxiliary  of  North  Carolina,  was  elected  president  in 
April,  1929,  and  under  her  management  the  college  has  had  a  year  of  progress. 

In  the  sixty-first  year  of  the  life  of  the  college,  urged  by  the  alumnae  and 
approved  by  the  Trustees,  Concord  Presbytery  changed  the  name  of  the  insti- 
tution to  Mitchell  College.  The  name  was  given  as  a  mark  of  honor  to  Mrs. 
Eliza  Mitchell  Grant  and  Miss  Margaret  Elliott  Mitchell,  daughtesr  of  Dr. 
Elisha  Mitchell,  scientist,  educator,  and  christian  gentleman.  These  daughters 
of  Dr.  Mitchell,  as  women  of  superior  culture  and  educators  of  marked  ability, 
continue  to  be  an  inspiration  for  noble  attainment  to  the  institution  and  to  all 
its  students.

Having  recently  finished  high  school  as  wise  and  dignified  Seniors,  we,  the 
incoming  Freshmen  of  Mitchell  College,  had  at  last  realized  our  dreams  of 
entering  college  for  work  or  play! 

After  the  field  of  matriculation  had  been  thoroughly  explored,  each  shy, 
green,  little  "Fresh"  felt  that  one  step,  at  least,  had  been  made  toward  the 
visionary  goal.  Feeling  some  desire  to  cast  anchor  on  a  solid  foundation,  we 
answered  the  roll  call  of  our  wise  counselor,  Mrs.  Eliason,  and  at  her  suggestion 
we  selected  as  captain  of  the  freshman  ship.  Lula  Furches;  first  mate.  Mary 
Elizabeth  Alexander:  second  mate.  Ruby  Bowles:  purser.  Sarah  Matthews. 
With  these  efficient  officers,  we  embarked  upon  a  one  year's  cruise  around  the 
freshman  world.  During  this  cruise,  playfulness  and  seriousness  were  blended 
in  the  social  events  and  the  inspirational  chapel  talks  of  the  beloved  president, 
Dr.  Elmore. 

The  next  fall,  each  Senior  a  "sadder  and  a  wiser  man"  was  beginning  his 
tour — this  time  under  the  capable  guidance  of  a  new  president,  Mrs.  Ramsay. 
Although  handicapped  by  her  short  acquaintance  with  us.  Mrs.  Ramsay  soon 
won  her  way  into  our  hearts  and  remained  enthroned  there  on  a  pedestal  of 
love,  helpfulness,  goodness  and  kindness.

"The  White  Doe."  and 
a  Senior  play.  "Vanity."  was  presented  by  this  class. 

During  the  last  few  weeks  of  school,  this  happy  band  of  Seniors  was 
whirled  from  one  round  of  gaiety  to  another,  starting  with  the  tea  given  by 
the  American  University  Women  and  the  Junior-Senior  Prom  given  by  the 
Juniors,  to  the  final  reception  given  by  the  faculty.
